A NEW FUGITIVE SLAVE LAW. 
Wasunvieros, Jon. 28, 1801 

Io tho Seuate to-day Mr. Douglas asked and obtatucd 
leave tolatraduco a bill amendatory ef and supplemental 
to tho nets of the 12th of Februrary, 1799, and tho 12th 

of Seplamber, 18¢0, ia respoct to the rendition of fugt- 
Aves from justice and eerrle. 

Seethan I provides that the demand by s Gorernor of 
@ Salo or Territory for the surrender of a fugitive 
from juctico ehall be mado upoa a Judgo of any 
federal court in the State or Territory where tbe 
fugitive tas taken refuge, Instead of being mado oo 
the Gorercor, ax by the act of 1793, which was 
reodered zaigatory by tho decision of the Supreme Court 
of tho United States In tho case of Prigg ve. Pennsyl- 
val. It ls alo provided that the words “treaton, 
felooy and other crimes" shall be construed to tncledo 
ail odeacor ccmmilted within and against the State or 
Territory manking tho demand, whether the acta charged 
were criminal or not ia the Slate where the fugitive was 
fous. 

‘Section 2 proiges for giving tbe fegitive eave a jary 
{rlal in the State or Tertitory from which be ted. 

Section three pravides that when, through violeace or 
intimidation, a fagitiveslevo eball oot be recovered, the 
owner may bring swt for ond recover the valve in the 
Court of Claime. the amoust 10 be pali from the Valted 
States Treasury, the Sulleltor thoreof to bring valt, {n tho 
amo of tho Caitet Stster,agsiaat tho county, city or 
tounkipality, were the recovery was prevented, for the 
amount paid for euch fegilive. 

Scctfon four repeals all offencice parte of the act of 
eto w respect Lo harborsey and protecting fagitires, ab 
to the fore paid (a case of readition, apd other obsoxieus 
Featares. 

Section five repeals all mers inconsistent with this ee 
actment, 

The Dill was read (wico by unanimous conseat, and 
referred (0 the Judiciary Committee. 

The above bill was eubmltted to Mr. Critteadeo and

Tieem {t my daty to submit to Congress a ecrics of 
resolutions adopted by the Legislatare of Virginia on the 
29th tnst,, having In view the peaceful settlement of the 
existing questions which now threaten the Union. They

Preeideot Tyler, who has left his diguided and bonored 
retirement n the hope that ho may render eervico to his 
country {n this jla bour of perit. 

Tho reeotutions, {t will be parcelved, extend an jnvita, 
ton {o all States, whether slavebolding oF non 4lsFebold- 
tng, a8 aro willing to unlto with Virginia in on earnest 
effort to adjust tho present untippy controversies In tho 
spirit in which tho constitution was originally formed 
and consistently with lls principles, 20 a8 to afford to the 
People of the slavebolding States adequate guarantees for 
the security of thelr rights, to appoint commiasionera to 
meet on tho 4th day of February next, in tho city af 
Weshington, simier commissioners appointed by Vir- 
ginia, to consider, and, If practicable, agroo upon some 
suitablo adjustment, 

Tconfees I hall tho movement on tho part of Virginia 
with great satisfaction. From tho past history of this 
anciént and renowned Commonwealth wo bare the fullest 
‘assurance that what she has undertaken eho will accom, 
Dilsh, if IL can bo done by able, enlightened and por- 
Sovering efforts. Tt ts highly gratifying to know that 
other patriotic Staten have appolnted nod aro appotatig 
Commlsaloners to mect those of Virginia in coane!

If he were thus to act 
thoy might joes laws which ho shoold bo bound 
to obey, thongh In conflict with his agreement. Under 
existing clreumstavees my precent actaal power 13 con 
Moov within narrow Hmite.. Te ia my duty at all times to, 
defend nnd protect the public properly within tho seccd- 
vg States ro far ar may bo practicablo, and expecially to 
expploy the const{tatlonal means to protect tho property 
of the Uolted States, and to prerorve tho pablio peace at 
thin, the scat of the fedcral government. If tho soced- 
ing Stater abetain from any and all ncts calculated 
to produce a coilisin of arms, thea the danger 
fo moch to be deprecated whl no longer ex- 
Ist. Defonce, and not aggression, has been 
the polloy of'the administration from the beginning. 
But Whilst T can enter tuto no engagement, wich as that 
proposed, Eeordially conumend It to Congecs9, with much 
contidence {hat it will meet thelr approbation to abataln 
from passlog any lay calculated to produce a collision of 
arms pending. the proceedings contemplated by. tho, 
action of tho Genoral Asscmnbiy of Virginia. I am one 
of tuceo who will never despalr of the republic.

Crittenden compromise measures. Various 
other potitions and resolutions were offer- 
ed by Senators; but the matter of most 

interest was the reception of a  xpeojal 
“eaage from Vre*ldent Buchanan, onclositig, 

ith his commendation, ‘tie conciliatory proposl- 
ons of tho Virginia Legislature, Tho President 
ails theso propositions with great satisfaction, and 
gard them ge a peaco offering which, if received 
with that consideration to which itis entitled, is ca- 
pable of Icading to a restoration of amicable rela- 
tlovs. Herecommends Congress, pending the consi- 
Aeration of these resolutions by the Legislatures of 
the different States, to refrain from passing any 
acts the enforcement of which might load to 
hostilities hetween the forces of the federal gov- 
ernment and those of any of the soceding States, 
Tho President does not yet despair of the republic. 

In the House, the bill admitting Kansas into 
the Union az a State, with the amendment at- 
tached a few days ago in the Senate, was paased 
withont debate. Tho signatare of the President, 
which it ls expected will bo attached to the bill to- 
day, is all that isnow wanting to constitute Kansas 
oue of the sovereign Commonwealths of the Union. 

‘The Boston petition, signed by fourteen thousand 
names, was presented. Other petitions praying 
for an adjustment of the presont difficulties were 
presented. The President's special Message was 
also receiy d and read to the Hooso, and its con- 
sideration postponed till to-day. 

‘There was a strong convocation of Union mon 
at the Cooper Institate last evening, J. Depyster 
Ogden presiding. We give o synopsis of the pyro- 
ccedings in another part of this day's issue, ‘Tho 
teat hall of the Institute was crowded in overy 
Part, and a great deat of londable entlusi 
sm was manifested. The speeches were 
all highly patriotic, as were tho resolutions, 
of which we give two or three of the most 
important.

There was rumor that Francis I. would 
place himself under the protection of Napoleon 
IIL., and leage Gaeta op a French frigate. 

It is reported that General Torr had consented 
toactas mediator between Garibaldi and Count 
Cavour, with a view to persuading the former to 
postpone his attack on Venetia, In discuasing the 
question of peace or war, the Turin and Paria 
journals argue that Italy most postpone the 
stroggle. 

The Prussian Legislative Chambers were opened 
on tho Hth inst. by the King in person, who mado 
aspeech on the occasion. Ho remarked that the 
relations between the great Powers had beon made 
more friendly by the personal meetings which had 
taken place among the sovereigns, and expressed 
his regret that the steps taken by Germany for the 
settlement of the question concerning the constitu- 
tion of the German Duchies under Danish rale, 
lad remained without any result.

We bave, on several ocessions since the 
Presidential election, adverted to an alloged 
Southern conspirary, baving for its objects 
the ceizure of the city of Washington on or be- 
fore the 4th of March, the forcible expul- 
sion of the President elect, aod a revolationsry 
usurpation of the federal goverament. In our 
Inst exomination of the subject, from the un- 
Alspuised pronunclamientos of ex Governor 
Wise, of Virginia, and his Richmond organ, 
and from the testimony of Governor Hicks, of 
Maryland, we expressed our apprebensions of 
donger in this matter, and our approval of the 
course of Mr. Buchanan in turning over the 
national capital to the care of that tried and 
trusty old patriot and soldier, General Win- 
ficld Scott Assured of this guardianship, each 
bas been the public confidence in the safety of 
the capital that no subsequent report of tho 
conspiracy in question has attracted any spe 
ciul attention. 

We ero at length admonished, howerer, by 
the leading coercion organ of the republican 
party, that “while alarm is being quivted by 
the report that General Scott's preparations 
have caused an abandonment of the plot to 
ceive the capital, proofs multiply from various 
sources that tho arrangements of the rebols 
_are progressing with eleepless vigilance,” and 
tbat “a letter from a naval officer at Washing- 
ton declares that, by the most candid and well 
informed eccessioniats, the successful capture 
of the city is regarded as a foregone conclu- 
sion.”

bill by all means be passed. But lot 
us hear no more hypocritical slang about the 
preservation of the Union, The seizure of 
arms and ammupition in transit to another 
State, whother by the police of their own 
were motion, or wnder the authority of an un- 
constitutional taw, isan act of war. But itis 
not in the power of tho police, nor in the power 
of the Legislature, under tho constitution, to 
make wor. That belongs to the federal go- 
vernment, and only Congress and the Pre- 
sident can define what is war on tho part of 
any State, or declare war against a foreign or 
domestic foe, It is, therefore, an impudent 
and nudacious usurpation on the part of the

Revotrrioss, Bia axp Lirnx—The great 
revolution now going on in the Southern States 
baz affected almost every branch of business 
all over the North and West. It has quite up- 
set all the plans of the small politicians, revo- 
lntlonized the old parties, and created 
new combinations, which, in their (ura, 
Will be swept away as new develope 
ments appear. The newspapers have 
been seriously affected by the revolution. ‘The 
Washington papers, never of much account 
even as party organs, have sunk into utter ob- 
scurity and are dying of starvation. Tho 
country papers have been revolutionized in 
their sentiments, and they no longer agree 
upon a definite party policy. They aro, in 
fact, all at cixes and sevens, somo running ono 
way and some another, not knowing exactly 
what to do or say. In the metropolis the 
pewspapers, particularly the journals in the 
republican interest, havo felt the effects of the 
revolution in their tone, thelr sentiments, their 
general policy, and, more important than all, 
in their pockets. In tho office of the Evening 
Post there bas been a little revolution, which 
bas resulted in tho secession of Bigelow from 
Bryant. Bigelow, the man of all work in the 
concern, is in favor of conoiliation and com- 
promise. He wishts to havo all political 
difficulties to be healed up, so that he 
can get the French misslon and live abroad 
during the next four years. Bryant, who has all 
the head and poctry in the office, believes in 
coercion for Lincoln, and the mission to Italy 
for himself, Of course there is an “irrepressi- 
ble conflict,” and Bigelow goes out. 

While all this is going on among the Post 
people, it is fonnd that the World, a religious 
daily, is in the market. The World was estab- 
lished last spring by several religious stock 
brokers, evangelical sugar refloers and very 
pious horse jockeys. These philanthropic per- 
sons bave lost about one hundred and twenty- 
five thousand dollars in the JYorld, and have 
become disgusted with the expense attendant 
upon affording daily the means of grace to the 
vnregenerate and ungrateful people of this 
wicked city; so they have offered the World 
to the friends and supporters of Bigelow, and 
it is understood that it will be the organ of 
Thurlow Weed’s conciliatory policy. As for 
Weed himself, he finds that as he is 
obliged to come here every other doy 
to look after his numerous irons, it will be 
much cheaper for him tolive in the metropolis 
ond he will be the senior editor of the World. 
bringing into the concern all his tact and ex- 
perience, and Bigelow doing bis best to bring 
up the fortunes of the paper. Weed and Bige- 
low will not bring any piety into the World. 
‘There is quite enough of that in tho office now, 
0 much that the papor has been absolutely 
Kly with it, and has turned green from the 
effects of pious bile, Weed wik gain many 
points by coming to New York, not the least of 
which will be his proximity to Wall street. 
He bas lost heavily in stocks, and bas been 
obliged to remit money from Albany to pay 
tho winners. He can now go into the street 
himself, and will back bis money either in new 
speculations or in subscriptions for the eup- 
port of his new paper. So much for the newa- 
paper revolution in the metropolis.
